9. To develop with Government pro- -
curement agencies required- local pro-
cedures for implementing established
inter-agency policy agreements, includ-
ing ‘but not limited to steps such as
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determining joint set-asides and repre-
sentation at procurement centers.

Administrative. 10. To administer
oath of office.

11. To approve annual and sick leave
for employees under his supervision.

B. Correspondence. To sign all non-
policy making correspondence, including
Congressional correspondence, relating
to the functions of the Branch Office.
